Continuing Recovery 

TTHE CH£23UNG evidence ol CauiAdm'* r«p*d 
* economic recovery conllnuei to mount. 

The latest report on unemployment by the 
Dominion Bureau of SUUitici notes "an unusu^ 
amaU Inciense” for this time ot year in the number 
of looking for work. The number of Joblea 

in mid-November was 80.000 lower than a year before, 
and the portion of the labor force unemployed was 
5.4 per cent, compared with 6.6 per cent the previous 

November. . . , 

This, moreover, was the fourth month in suc¬ 
cession in which unemployment declined from the 
corresponding period in 19TO. 

It roust be especially gratifying to British 
Columbians to observe that In the Pacific region the 
aeasonal drop-off in employment was particularly 
mild by comparison with the situation last year.. In 
thto region, aS per cent of the labor force was unem- 
ployed in mid-November this year, and last year the 
figure was 9.8 per cent. ThU Is an extraordinary 
improvement. 

The main reduction in employment across Canada 
was in farming, the bureau reported, and this seasonal 
reduction in farm jobs Is normal and probably 
inevitable. Manufacturing employment which usually 
declines at this time of year was unchanged from 
October, which is surely g positive index of Canada s 
economic surge upward and forward. 

Equally surely, the continuing recovery is attnb- 
utable in large measure to the policies the Diefenbaker 
government has adopted aixl the steps it has taken 
to induce It. The “cheap" dollar and the Increaseci 
availability of credit for expansion are among these, 
and are having the desired beneficial effecU 

The writer of a recent letter to the editor took 
exception to the rnnark of another that the Conser¬ 
vative government in Ottawa was doing very well, 
and asked "one qiwstion. the answer to which I wiQ 
leave to the minds of intelligent readers. Has Mr. 
Diefenbaker and his Conservative ciw eased the 
shameful unemployment situation any?” 

They have eased it some, for sure. 

Duality of Yuletide 

flAN ANGLICAN dean in Vancouver has reconciled

Christmas. 

Dean Northcota reminded his hearers in an 
address that the precise date of Christ's birth is 
unknown and that the early Christian church 
superimposed Its religious observance on a traditional 
pagan festival of December 25. The duality of the 
Yuletide season is thus long established. 

The commercial aspect may in some instances 
be overdone, he said, but he reaffirmed that "you can't 
take Christmas away from a Christian" because of 
the secular activities?* 

Christmas is good for business and In reverse 
business is good for Christmas. They go hand In hand 
and for a brief moment at least even the non-Christian 
is touched by the grace of <he Christian message of 
peace and goodwill to all men.

I T IS HKARTENING to note that the main UN ’ 
political committee, including the O.S. and Russia, ^ 
has agreed unanimously that no single nation can , 
pre-empt ownership of celestial bodies and that 
International law extend.* to all space. 

More lmportant,.even. is the agreement to register 
with the UN all space launchings and the use of space 
satellites, many of which are currently orbiting 
round the globe. I 

ThLs has significance because not long ago i 
Premier Khrushchev warned that the Soviet's luc- 
cessfbl manned orbital flights indicated such vehicles 
could be employed to drop nuclear bombs anywhere 
on earth. I 

Unlike nuclear teat explosions which caA be am- , 
blguous in extent and not so specifically identified, 
apace vehicles can be traced' and kept under radio 
observation. The chances of ahy nation stealing a 
march by unregistered space flights is thus obviated. 

The agreement calls for co-operation in the use 
of space satellites for weather forecasting and global 
communication purpcMes, and if it can impose a 
deterrent against misuse of space adventuring by 
unregistered flights this will be a comforting step 
forward in international relations.

Pay particular attention to the 
top of the tree and the tips of the 
branches, for Ihe bugs have a habit 
of laying their "eggs ctoee to where 
the Julrlesl young buds will appear 
In the spring. 

If any spray Is left over when Iho 
trees are done, belter use It up on Ihe 
gravel path or driveway, as It is an 
excellent killer of grass and weeds. 
It also Is useful for removing moss 
and green slime from stone walks 
and crazy paving slabs. 


leaves and young green buds on the 
trees, so It must be applied ai a time 
when Ihe tree Is completely dormant. 
This means some time after Ihe 
leave s have fallen but before iha 
buds start to swell In early spring. 

There la quite a bit of latitude 
here; it is usually safe to spray up to 
about tho end of February, but there 
la no particular advantage In delay¬ 
ing. for you get Just as big a kill of 
Insect eggs now as in January or 
February.

II you were to visit a ^ com 
merdatly-operaled fruit orchard in 
midwinter, allher here or In the 
Okanagan, yon would notice that the 
trees have taken on a rather peculiar 
appearance. Ghost Hke. each tree has 
been stained a pale greeny-white. 

This unusual coloring Is due to 
what U known as a winter wash. 
Tha fruit grower has sprayed his dor 
manl traei With a strong, eortoslve 
chamicnl which performs two very 
Important fonetions. It kills the eggs 
of aphids and other Inserts winter¬ 
ing In the crovtces of Ihe bark and It 
destroys the spores of fungus dis¬ 
eases such as scab and brown rot 
which might otherwise Infect next 
year's crop.

This dormant spray, applied while 
the trees are leafless, does more 
good, in my humble opinion, than all 
the summer sprays pul together. 1 
think that ordinary backyard gard- 
enart would have fewer troubles and 
cloaner fruit If they were |o follow 
the lead of the profeaalonal orchard- 
iais and five Ihelr trees a winter 
wash.

Moreover, you need two or three 
nice dry dava for Ihe corroatve chem¬ 
icals to gel In Ihelr licks - rain fol¬ 
lowing soon after the spraying would 
dilute Ihe wash and render It Ineffec¬ 
tive—and such a spell of fine weather 
Is more Ukriy to occur In December 
than after the turn of Ihe year. 

For our part of Ihe world. I think 
the best spray for winter washing la 
a combination of Ume sulphur sad 
dormant ott emulsion. Far apples and 
pears, use four ounces of oil emul¬ 
sion and eight ounces of liquid lime 
sulphur per gallon of water or, If 
you buy your lime aulphur in dry. 
powdered form, use 13 heaping table- 
spoonfuls. s
